DESIGN YOU OWN ELONGATED COIN 


By: Don A. Wilkinson 

TEC No. 1079 


I have determined during the short period of time that I have been 
into elongated coins that I get a tremendous feeling of satisfaction 
in conceiving an idea for a coin and working out the details of the 
design. When the completed coin arrives, what a great thing of 
beauty, joy and pride of accomplishment. As a collector, I believe 
you are somewhat unfulfilled until you do your very own coin. 


I'd like to outline a few things for you to consider in doing a coin. 
I am acknowledging that I am an amateur and only a beginning collector 
- so you old timers - don't laugh. 


o Do a coin on an event or activity that you know something about. 
If you don't know, research the activity so that the theme, logo 
design, sayings, are authentic and recognizable as being relevant 
to the event or activity. 

o Keep the design simple and uncluttered as possible; this is my 
biggest problem (i.e. look at all the data and words on the SPR 
map coin!). 

o Unless this is strictly a one time deal, make the coin design as 
generic as possible and dateless. If it is to be absolutely speci¬ 
fic, i.e. a one time date sensitive event, then include the date. 

o Send your pencil sketch to the die maker who will advise you on 
layout, set-up, so forth. The die maker should send you a finished 
artwork design for approval before rolling. This gives you a final 
opportunity to insure your idea is preserved and is appropriately 
presented. 

o It costs approximately $60 to get an elongated coin designed, die 
cut and up to 250 cent coins rolled postpaid. 

o You can make your own presentation cards using the reduced size 
artwork and some inventive xeroxing on colored cover stock. It 

really sets off your coin. 

o Let others know of your accomplishment. Do an article for the TEC 
News; put in a free ad to sell or trade. I'll trade one I've done 
or will do for one of yours.
